mission  work,  in  the  Various  stater 
was  about  twice  the  amount  which 
was  spent  In  conjunction  with  the 
Home  Mlssioi  Board.  In  othei 
words,  approximately  half  the  Stau 
Mission  work'  Was  done  in  co-opera- 
tion w|th  the  Home  Mission  Hoard 

Forty  negro  missionaries  were  em- 
ployed by  the  Home  Mission  Hoard 
in  lo-pperatlon  with  negro  Uaptlst 
bodies  and  they  report  3,707  bap- 
tisms, besides  good  work  in  othei 
ways.  The  number  of  baptisms  In 
Cuba  waa  '139.  aid  forty-seven 
churrbes  and  mission  stations  were 
supplied.  In  Panama  the  baptism* 
Were  101  and'  twelve  churches  and 
stations  were  supplied. 

Independent  Mlwinnary  Work. 

The  Homd  Board  employed  during 
*be  year  28(>  missionaries  Independ- 
ently, not  ln|  co-operation  with  other 
Baptist  agencies.  The  number  of 
baptisms  reported  by  throe  inde- 
pendent missionaries  was  5,876.

When  we  consider  the  flnancial 
stress  in  certain  j sections  of  our  con-

"Varicose  Veins"  is  the  name  that 
nas  been  given  to  veins  that  have  be- 
come permanently  and  pathologically 
dilated.  Varicosities  are  not  con- 
lined  to  any  particular  part  of  tlu 
oody,  bqt  when  referred  to  Ss  "vari- 
cose veins."  most  commonly  occur 
in  the  lower  limbs.  They  manifest 
themselves  ss  Irregular  protuber- 
ances on  the  surface,  soft  to  the 
touch,  and  causing  a bluish  appear- 
ance In  the  surrounding  skin.  They 
become  extremely  painful,  especially 
to'  those  constantly  on  their  feet 
'The  cause  is  an  obstructed  clrcula 
lion  of  the  blood,  causing  an  undue 
pres* ure  on  the  wall*  of  the  veins, 
which  give  way  and  dilate.  Unless 
relieved,  obstinate  ulcer*  are  liable 
to  form:  and  In  some  case*  the  veltl* 
and  *kin  burst  and  serious  hetnor^ 
rhnges  occur.
